‘A PROPOSED BRITISH SCHOOL. 


In order that, when the resumption of archzological. research in Palestine 
becomes'a possibility, and Great Britain may be able to take its share in the work, 
the British Academy, at the’suggestion of the Palestine Exploration Fund, has: 
taken the initiative in constituting an Organising Committee, with the object of 
founding a British School of Archeology at sem. A general: committee will 
be formed in due course, 


The Organizing Committee points out that the pronoual school would devote itself, 
both by excavation and surveying, to the furtherance of Palestinian archology in all 
its branches. In addition to Hebrew and Jewish sites and antiquities, the school would 

include within its scope the Canaanite, Greco-Roman, Byzantine, Arab, and Mediaval 

periods. The school will be British in the widest sense of the term, and‘ will welcome 

students from all parts of the Empire, It is hoped that universities, colleges, other 

institutionsy and private patrons wil! provide a number of annual scholarships of £100 
h. 


The Palestine Exploration Fund has offered to conduct its future excavations in 
co-operation with the sch ol, and further funds for excavation. would be available from. 
the. schweich Fund of the British Academy. The school will publish an annual 

volume, on the lines of those of the British Schools of Archzology at Athens and Rome, 
and will be under the control of its own committee, with headquarters in London. 

The Organising Committee invites contributions towards an endowment fund. 
Though a special building may eventually become necessary, it is proposed in the first 


instance to rent a suitable building at Jerusalem for the purposes ofthe school, For | 


the rent and upkeep of the building, the director's salary, and the cost of surveying in 
Palestine (apart from excavation) it is estimated that an annual income of at least £1,000 
is necessary, A minimum encowment fund of £20,000 is therefore asked for.

ALIEN WOMEN, 


NEW POLICE REGISTER. 
A police notice issued from New Scotland Yard points out that by an Order 


of. the Secretary of State, dated March 4th, all females of alien nationality over 


eighteen years of age who are not already registered with the police are now 
required to do so as early as possible. 

Registration will take place at the usual police registration offices. Informa- 
tion as to their situation and as to the office hours can be obtained at any police 
station. Three unmounted photographs, size about 14 square inches, must be 
supplied, and the National Registration Card and any documents showing 
nationality should be .brought to the Registration Office. If the alien bas an 
identity book, but is not registered with the police in London, only one photo- 
graph need be supplied. 

The penalty for failure to register is ct fine of £100 or santa for six 
months, 

TURKISH BJECTS, 


A new Order-in Council made under the Aliens Restriction Act, 1914, pives a 
registration officer power to grant to a “ Turkish subject resident in his registra: 
tion district, who is proved to his satisfaction to fulfil any conditions as to race, 
religion, origin or otherwise, which may be specified in such directions, and to be

THE BILLING CASE. 


| BY MENTOR, | 
HERE are one or two points in connection with the scandalous trial, 
that ended at the Central Criminal Court on Tuesday, upon which 
I feel it necessary, as\a Jew writing regularly in a Jewish newspaper, to 
Say a word or two, They are some aspects of the case which appeal for 
comment from the Jewish point of view. Possibly they may be helpful to a 
geceral discussion of the remarkable case, but much more probably they will be 
helpful to Jews who have become acquainted with the detailsthrough the columns 
of the newspaper press. 


ND ficst, in regard to a comparatively small, and, indeed, mainly persona 
matter. It is with a sense of burning indignation that we learnt of th 

name of a young man, of whose life we cherish the most tender and: loving 
memories and whose death was that of the citizen’s supreme-sacrifice, being 
dragged into this noisome narrative. That an attempt should have been:made 
to rob him of the fine hero’s part which he played as the finale to his yonng 
life, is perhaps one of the saddest of all the sad thoughts that the tragedy of 
Major Evelyn de Rothschild’s death will in the future evoke: Thereis this obvious 
‘and comforting reflection. The whole story, although it must be supposed to 
have been given as strict legal evidence, lacked even the shadow of corroboration. 
It was one of a series of wholesale aspersions upon the life and character of 
almost every man and woman of position in this country, made with a reckless 


‘irresponsibility which, far from sparing, seemed to take a delight in involving 


even the representative of Law and Justice who presided at the trial.. To the lay 
mind, the implication against the young man whose mouth is sealed by the silence of 


eternity had nothing to do with the case, The Judge said as much in hissumming- 


up, and certainly the verdict of the jury touched the allegation concerning Major de 
Rothschild not in the very least. Those whocan think less kindly, less generously, 
less fondly of Evelyn de Rothschild; because of the manner in which his name 
was connected with ‘and bandied about in. the Billing Case, are not persons 
with whom any reputation of any worth would for an instant be secure. 


“HERE are some wider considerations arising from this wretched trial, which : 


we, as Jews, ought not to ignore. And the first of them is the exhibition 
which the case made of what it is possible the administration of Justice can be 


_ brought to evenin acountry which hitherto has been renowned among all the peoples 
of the world for the solemn dignity and strict impartiality of its legal procedure— 


in a country where the most jealous care is exercised so that the founts of Justice 
shall be pure and undefiled, and sothat the Law shall not be used to the unfair pre- 


judice or detriment of any man. It may be that Mr. Justice Darling was not the best | 


judge to take a case of the sort,-and that in fact his temperament, -artistic and 
cultured as it is, was no match for such behaviour as that of which the defendant 
proved himself capable. It may be thata judge who, even in a case of this sort, 


cannot restrain his passion for indulging:.in quips and cranks and quiddities 


rather encouraged than repressed familiarity and thus bred the open 


contempt of the judgment seat, which must. remain one of the most 
appalling reminiscences of this appalling trial. But Mr. Justice Darling © 


is a Judge of the. High Court. The domicile af that Court is beneath a 


roof adorned with the figure of the Law-giver with the Tables of Stone, upon 


which are engraved the Ten Commandments, the basis of Law and Justice 


and Order. The very Court in which the Billing case was tried is frescoed 
with Professor Moira’s beautiful representation of Mosaic Law. We. 


Jews, the guardians of Law .and Justice and Order—the true mis- 
sioners Of Law and Justice and. Order, the people responsible to the 
world, through the greatest of all our sons, for Law and Justice and 
Order—have a right to protest against the travesty of them all, of which 
the Central Criminal Court has been the wild, mad scene during the last few 
days. If the law. of the land is, as at present seems to be the case, powerless 
to resist the atrocious blackguardism which. has reigned in the Old Bailey 
for five or six days, if it is powerless to prevent a Court of Justice being turned 
into Bedlam or a Bear- garden—or shall we say, quite aptly, Billingsgate ?— 
then the sooner the law is strengthened and power given to the justiciary 
to crush well-dressed hooligans, such as those who disgraced themselves 
and Mr. Justice Darling's court the better for the reputation of 
England and the administration of Law and Justice within its borders. It were a 
sorry case, if England, by tolerating the state of affairs that prevailed at the 
Old Bailey. this week, were to show itself negligent of the first principles upon 


which any decent sotiety can found itselfthe principles involved in Law, in 


Justice, and in Order. 


UT this miserable case is of interest to us as lows because of its genesis, The 
libel with which Mr. Billing was charged centred round the story— 


as. told in the New Testament—of. the daughter’ of Herodias and the 


Baptiser, John. The New Testament tells us that John had denounced 
the affaire between Herod and his sister-in-law, Herodias; that the 
daughter of Herodias danced before. Herod and so pleased him that 
he promised her whatever she should ask, and that she demanded, at 


the instigation of her mother, the head of the Bap.iser. The New Testament 
goes on to tell us that, although King Herod was sorry; he did not feel justified 


in breaking his promise, so that John was put to death, and his head was brought 
to the damsel in a‘eharger, and that she subsequently took the gruesome reward 
for her dancing to her mother. Upon that narrative, the impugned play of Salome is 
built. The plea set up by Mr. Billing was that Herodias’s daughter was induced, 

from a motive immoral and unnatural, to make the demand she did of King Herod ; 
that it was not hatred of Johnthe Baptiser that induced her to make the request for 
his head, but passion perverted ; that the play represented this idea of the story, 
and that those who took part in it, like the play itself in consequence, must 
have pandered to viciousmess in one of its most hideous forms: Whether the 
twelve men and true who constituted the juryin this case, can be regarded as 


competent to pass judgment upon a question involving one of the most abstruse . 
and complicated of human pathological problems, and what their competence 


was, to fix either the. motives of Salome, or the purpose of the one responsible 


for the play, we need not considgy. I have not read the play and so can pass . 
no Opinion on the Jury’s conclusion respecting it. But having regard to some of | 


the evidence that was given, it would seem that an ancient proverb

Essenes from whom the Nazarene sprang, ruled out as sinful the natural, robust 
healthy exercise of human functions with which the Almighty had endowed 
men and women. Their repression was held to be the highest. virtue. It thus 
tended to dethrone the worship of God and to turn its adherents instead to. 
a contemplation cf wit was thought to be the spiritual buman 
beings, . but what was ically humanity ‘perverted by the suppression of 
human. characteristics and qualities. This is putting the matter in a 
few words. The place which ‘the representation of Jesus sutte ring eruci- 
fixion, and that of the Virgin Mary, have in Christianity, is sufficient evidence of 


the protest—the cult which perverted what was truly human and exalted the 
perversion into a religion.’ We Jews, however. must not forget that after all it was 
Judaism —Judai:mtravelling away from the sure and safe path of tradition—-which 
instituted this cult, and that it. was Jews—Jews who had cast away the 
‘anchor of tradition—who founded what came to be known to the world 
as Christianity. It began with a perversion which took the form. of 
Esseneism with its ascetic teachings and its. de-humanising ideals. But 
later, this formed the basis. of what really gave Christianity—as a. Faith— 
i's foundation. . For it was upon it that Paul built his religious concept of “all 
things to all men” and made what Americans. term a “merger” between

Relief Work for Serbian Jews.

‘Last autumn a sum of £400 was collected by Major . Solomon and inate to the 


Serbian Retief Fund to be used for the benefit of refuzee Jews who were Serbian sub- 


_ jects. These people had undergone a great deal. . After suffering repeated bombard- 
ments in Monastir, they escaped to Salonika, but there, too, they lost their temporary 
shelters in the great fire of August, 1917, and were then placed in camps or in such 
accommodation as could be found in the ruins ofthetown. Rations were given them by 
the Serbian Government, but the conditions under which they existed were indeed pitiable. 
The Serbian Relief Fund decided to send out alady sanitary inspector to do what she could 
to improve matters, and in September, 1917, Miss MacArthur Gordon, who had already 
been in Serbia with the Scottish Women’s Hospitals, began her work among the refugees. 
She reported that overcrowding existed everywhere; in one case, four cellars, almost 
totally dark, were occupied by fifteen families. Miss Gordon made arrangements with 
the authorities for sending the sick to hospital, and helped the men to find employment. 
A workroom was opened for the women, and suitable food and milk provided for the 
infants.. In December the greater number of refugees were removed to a camp at 


Loutra—a settlement some fifteen kilometres from Salonika, where it was possible to _ 


make better arrangements for their comfort. Miss Gordon is now working in Salonika, 
where there are still some 500 Jewish refugees housed in different parts of the town. 
The Serbian Relief Fund has, during the past four months, re-clothed 1,500 Serbian 
refugees of the Jewish faith. Miss Gordon, who has been unremitting in her efforts, and 
whose work has been very difficult owing to the divided responsibility for the refugees, 
has gained the confidence of the people toa remarkable degree. She has worked in 
close co-operation with th s Jewish Committee at Salonika, The Director of the Serbian 
Relief Fund on the whole Salonika front is Mr. R. C. Grey, who has reported ssid onthe 
ea of the Jewish refugees from time to time,

THE. STORY OF. THE. SPIES. 

“If the Lord delight, in-us, then He will bring us into this land and give it unto us: 
a land which floweth with milk and honey.’—Numbers xiv, 8. 
_ The application of this week's Reading of the. Law to present-day condition 
is too close and striking to be passed over without commeat, its lessons for out 
time and community are too important not to be seized upon and utilised. Moses 
is commanded to send out a body of distinguished men—a prince from each tribe 
—to reconnoitre the Land of Promise which the Israelites are shortly to enter. 
They are to observe the natural features of the country and the character of its 
inhabitants, and they are to be courageous and take of the fruit of the land. After 
forty days they return from their mission and exhibit the fruit they have gathered. 


It is excellent and proof visible that Palestine is indeed a land flowing with milk 
-and honey. But they report a great drawback. This fertile land is unassailable, 


for its inhabitants are a strong race and live in grimly fortified cities. And 
to make matters worse, the country is surrounded by fierce tribes. Only 
Joshua and Caleb give a different account. Theland is not so strong as the others 


have represented it to be; undoubtedly the Israelites can conquer it, for it is a 


possession which God has promised to their fathers. So let them not fear, but go 
up against it and take possession. But so unpopular did this advice of these two 
_brave-hearted men prove that the people were ready to stone them to death for 
their presumption in opposing the ten princes and communal leaders who had 
reported against the project as unfeasible. The fear that seized upon the 
Israelites of those days is paralleled in our own day by the timorous objections to 


_the Zionist movement with which we are all familiar. No one doubted that it 


was a land flowing with milk and honey. Even the Ten Spies, who brought back 
an evil report, admitted as much. But the difficulties of conquering and settling 
Palestine seemed to them insuperable, and so it is to-day. The successes that

OBITUARY. 
MR, HERBERT GEORGE LOUSADA. 
With regret, which will be very generally shared by the Community at large. 
we have to record the death of Nr. Herbert Lousada, President of the West 
London Synagogue of British Jews, which took place on Thursday night, the 30th 


ult., after a few days’ illness. Mr. Lousada had recently entered his 73rd year, and. 


had rendered nearly half a century of devoted service to the Jewish Community. 
MEMOIR. 

The only son of the late George Lousada, Herbert Lousada was descended 
from one of the oldest and most distinguished Anglo-Jewish families. Isaac de 
Lousada was created the first Duke de Lousada in 1848. His son, Emanuel 
Lousada, became a J.P. for Devonshire, and his son, Francis, became 
Marquis of San  Miniato. Moses Baruch Lousada was one of the first 
holders of office of the original Portuguese congregation, along with David 
Abarbanel Dormido. The late George Lousada, son of a later Moses Baruch 
Lousada, married Juliana Goldsmid, and became a Warden of the West London 
Synagogue and a member of its Councilof Founders. Both Mr. and Mrs. George 
Lousada, though members of the West’ London Synagogue, were buried in the 
Willesden Cemetery of the United Synagogue. | : 

Herbert Lousada was born in London’ in 1846, and educated at University 


College; where he acquired studious habits which remained with him through - 


life. Shortly after leaving College he became Hon. Secretary of the West 


Metropolitan Jewish Schools, anc joined the Committee of the West End Sabbath 
‘School, both of which institutions were promoted by the Congregation to which 


he was attached. When the Anglo-Jewish Association came into existence, 
in 1871, he was appointed its first Solicitor and Secretary, and he continued an active 
member of the Council throughout his life. When the Rumanian Committee 
was-formed, in the following year, he became Secretary of that body also. On 
the formation of the Jewish Colonisation Association, in 1891, he was appointed 
Solicitor and one of the English delegates. to the Central Committee. His 


experience on this body led to his being appointed a. Vice-President of the 


Emigrants’ Information Bureau attached to the now défunct Russo-Jewish 


British Jews, which formed one of his main life interests.. He became legal adviser 


to the congregation, and served as warden on various occasions, and a member of | 


the Council. When the synagogue was invited to elect a representative on the 


Jewish Board of Guardians he was e’ec:ed to fill that position, and remained a - 


member of the Board till his death. And when a joint Burial Committee 


of the Portuguese and West London Synagogues was formed for. the 


administration. of the Golder's Green Cemetery, Mr. lLousada was 


‘appointed chairman of that body. He was also the representative of his syna- 


gogue on the Burial Committee of the United Synagogue by virtue of its 
annual grant to the latter body. At one time the deceased was in 
favour of bringing the congregation’ under the jurisdiction of the Chief 
Rabbi, and he signed a public letter to Lord Rothschild to that effect which 
created a great deal of stir in its day: When Dr. Hertz was appointed’ Chief 
Rabbi, he endeavoured, but unsuccessfully, to bring about an exchange of pulpits 


with the United Synagogue. | 


The deceased held the position.of Chairman of the Ministers’ Training Com- _ 


mittee attached to his congregation. On the retirement of Sir Philip Magnus 
from the Presidency of the Berkeley Street Synagogue. he was succeeded, some 
four years ago, by Mr. Lousada. The zeal and piety which the deceased brought 


to bear upon the administration of this office, his courteous manners and _ his 


refined culture won the esteem and affection of every member of the congregation, 
who learned to look up to him as a worthy type of Rosh Hikahal. It was very 
rarely that the seat of honour he occupied adjoining the wardens’ box was vacant 
on Saturday mornings. He took a special interest in the Children's Services, 
which he had helped to call into being, and which he believed ‘would result ina 

Being a cultured reader and a good Hebraist, he «vas often called upon to assist 
in the service, a task which he performed con amore. | He frequently read the 


whole of the Mincha Service on the Day of Atonement, and as recently as Sabbath, 
. May 18th, he officiated in that capacity. Little more than two years ago, on his - 


attaining the age of seventy, the Council presented him with an illuminated address. 


As President of the Congregation, he was busily engaged at the time of his death 
-in the arrangements which were being made for a similar presentation to the Rev. 
Morris Joseph, and keen disappointment will be felt that he was not spared to 


preside over a function into the details of which he had thrown himself. with 

In politics the deceased was a Liberal...

Mr. Lousada was twice married. His first wife, Marian Mocatta, was the 


daughter of the late Jacob Mocatta.. The offspring of this marriage were two 
sons, Julian and Claude—the former Hon. Secretary of the Baroness de Hirsch 
Convalescent Home, and the latter an ex-Treasurer of the Jewish Religious

I paid my tribute yesterday from the pulpit to the worth and work of our 

departed brother. He was the chairman of our Council, and the synagogue, 


over which he presided, and which he loved so well, was a fitting place for the 


utterance. Now. we stand in the Beth Hayin, “the house of life,” “the long 
home” of us all; and again the’ place calls for speech. For “the stone 
cries out of the wall, and the beam out of the timber answers it.” 


| Whatever I may say of him here is, so to speak, but an echo of the witness 
borne by this peaceful resting-place of the dead. For.he it was who worked so 


assiduously more than twenty years ago to secure for us this place of burial with 
all its quiet beauty; he it was who continued his watchful care over it to the last.

We meet to-day at a time of great national trouble and anxiety. But we 


_ bave to-day not only the public and national trouble upon our minds, but also 


our private trouble and sorrow to think ‘of and to deplore. Two of our members 
have been removed from us by death, and upon others bereavement has fallen. 


I have first to allude to our dear friend, Mr, Herbert Lousada, whose mortal 
remains are even now, while I am speaking, being committed to their last 
earthly resting place. I wish it had been possible to postpone our meeting, so that: 
‘E myself and others might have been able to take part in that sad ceremony. But 
_forvariousreasons it was, lam givento understand, impossibleto postpone our meet- 


ing to-day. A new comer to our Council would never have thought that our departed 
friend had helped to guide the fortunes of this Association since its foundation nearly 
fifty years ago. He was and looked so young and so vigorous. Yet such was 
the case. Mr. Lousada was one of the few remaining veterans who had. been 
connected with the Association ever since its inception in 1871. He was 
Secretary. he was elected a 


In the early days 
of the Association, as Secretary and as member of the Council, he put in, I know, 


-a tremendous let of work on its behalf, and indeed he was one of the few who 


very rarely missed a Council meeting. It was characteristic of our friend that 
whatever job he took up, he did that job (I use his own favourite phrase) very 
thoroughly. He was one of the most dutiful of men; he always stuck to his 
work, giving himself short holidays, and he found in. that work, professional, 


charitable, or whatever it might be, a great delight and satisfaction. Another 


prominent characteristic of his was a genuine kindness of heart, To me, 
some twelve years younger than himself, he was ever ready to give the benefit of 
his iong experience and of his wide knowledge. Indeed, both within and without 
this Council Chamber he was to me one of the kindest and most indulgent of 
friends. I shall always cherish his memory with high regard and keen regret. 
Mr. Lousada was also one of the three English delegates to the Council of the 
“Ica,” and those constant visits to Paris in the eighteen years betore the war recall 
many pleasant memories of his genial companionship as well as of earlier discus- 
sions and conversations. And now he has been unexpectedly removed from ‘us 
by a swift and sudden illness. But I cannot grieve for him. His three score 
years and ten were spent in honourable and useful work, and though he ex- 
perienced some sorrows yet his life was, as it deserved to be, a very happy one, 
happy in his professional and communal activities, happy, above all, in his 
family and home.

MR. L. ABRAHAMS, B.A. | 
We regret to announce that Mr. L. B. Abrahams, B.A., late Headmaster of 


| the Jews’ Free School, died at Hove, on Monday, after a long illness. 


MEMOIR. 
Louis Barnett Abrahams was born at Swansea on October 3rd, 1839, 
Shortly afterwards his father, the Rev. Barnett Abrahams, was appointed Chazan 
in Manchester, and there Mr. Abrahams received his early education at the 
Manchester Hebrew School. In Manchester his health broke down, and it was 
not long before he removed to London, where he lived with his uncle, Dayan 
Rabbi Aaron. He became a'pupil of the Jews’ Free School, his Hebrew studies 
being chiefly pursued at home under the direction of his uncle. His desire, on 
entering the school, was to becomie a teacher. Accordingly, he was taken on 
probation by Mr. Angel, the then headmaster, as a pupil teacher, He ‘went 
through the regular pupil-teacher's course, and in process of time he became an 
assistant master. 
the heads of all his contemporary teachers, and was given charge of the seventh 
standard, which he taught for twenty years. 
From 1884 and onwards Mr. Abrabams had the practical management of the 
school in his hands, though Mr. Angel retained the position of headmaster until 
1897, when he retired with the title of Principal.

DEAR SIR STUART,—In view of the resolution passed by the Board of Deputies on 
17th of March asking its Foreign Committee to report as soon as possible on plans ia 
contemplation for giving practical effect to Mr. Balfour's letter to Lord Rothschild, some 
members of the Foreign Committee may be expecting to hear shortly from the informat 
Committee of Zionists and non-Zionisis mentioned in the JewtsH CHRONICL B of the 
25th of January and elsewhere in the Press. 


That Committee, over which I presided and of which you were a member, set out to 


formulate a scheme for giving effect to the Government Declaration, which might serve . 


as a basis for a conference of representative Jews of different shades of opinion, A 
scheme was unanimously adopted, but publication was thought in January to be 
inadvisable pending consideration of further information which it was hoped to obtain. 
When the Board of Deputies passed its resolution of March 17th, I was not without 
hope that the informal Committee would forward its scheme confidently to the oreign 


causes, The Committee. has now deferred to the opinion that, pending the 
return of the Zionist Commission from Palestine and consideration of the result of its 
work, it would be inopportune to lay a scheme before the Foreign Committee. I do not 
venture on any forecast as to the time at which a schemecan be submitted. But I think 
it right that you should be in a position to inform the Foreign Committee, and, if you 
think fit, the Board of Deputies, that nothing is to be expected from us at present.

Attention may be drawn to the critical notice, in the March number of the 
Expository Times (T. and T. Clark), of the new English Translation of the 
Bible, to which reference was-made in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of May 17th. 
Consideration would also have to be given to the Rev. M. H. Segal’s striking 
article on “The Text of Judges, xvii.-xviii.,” in the “ Journal of the Manchester 
Egyptian and Oriental Society, 1916-1917” (Longmans). 
contains an abstract of Dr. M. Berlin’s address on “ Hebrew Assonance in the 
Old Testament,” which on its delivery met with great appreciation, 

Appropriately enough, Dr. Max L. Margolis, the Editor-in-Chief of the new 
American translation of the Holy Scriptures, is responsible for a very charming 
book, ‘The Story of Bible Translations ” (Jewish Publication Society of America), 
There are eight choice illustrations to the text, and the little volume, which shows 
a skilful union of accurate knowledge and popular exposition, deserves a wide 
circle of interested readers.

A Conference was held. on the 18th,.19th.and 20th of May, at the Old. King's Hall, 


Commercial Road, of representatives of; Jewish. Trade. Unions and. kindred. Labour | 


Organisations, convened by the Central.Committee of.the Jewish Socialist Labour Party, 
“Poalei Zion,” andithe Jewish. National Trade Union Committee, the latter being a 


Provisional body, Twenty-two Labour Organisations from London, Manchester, Leeds, | 


_ Liverpool, Sheffield, Glasgow and Edinburgh were represented at the Conference, and 
other organisations have written that they are in full accord with its objects. The 
following resolution was unanimously adopted: ‘‘ A-permanent General Council shall be 
formed with the object ot uniting the whole of the. Jewish Labour Movement in this 
country, and to defend its local and national, political and economical interests.’’ It 
was decided that the name of the Council! shall be: ‘* The Jewish National Labour 
Council of Great Britain.’’ The Conference decided that the programme of the 

Council should be as follows: 1. To organise the Jewish workers both politi- 
cally and economically and to help improve their material and cultural status. 


2. To support, both morally and practically, the already existing Jewish Trade. 


Unions, if and when invited, and to help organise Jewish Trade Unions in those areas 
where it will be found necessary. 3. To establish. close relations between all Trade 


- Unions; and to endeavour to get them to work in conjunction with the Jewish ,National 


Labour Council; 4. The Jewish National Labour Council shall endeavour to 
establish intimate relations with the British Labour Party, and so unite the, Jewish pro- 
ietariat of this country with the organised British proletariat; and if possible, to attach 
itself asa Jewish Section to thé British Labour Party. 5. To pursue in this country a 
Jewish National Labour policy to defend the interests of the Jewish masses as a whole, 
andthe Jéwish workers in particular; and to propagate democratic and Socialistic 
‘principles. 6.. To help foster the Jewish National idea amongst the Jewish workers. 

To work with and through the International proletariat for the. realisation 
of the following Jewish demands:—(a) A National Home for the Jewish People in 
Palestine under Internationa! Protection and with International Guarantees, (b) 
National autonomy for Jews in those countries where they are to be found in large 
numbers. (¢) Political and civil rights for Jews.in all countries.

Without the slightest desire on the part of the writer to assume the 1éle of 
communal “ fat boy,” it seems but right that our people should let pass no oppor 
tunity of squashing the attempts of fiction writers and literary (?) men generally 
to follow in the wake of the anti-Semitic agitators. Within the past few weeks I 
have observed in the hitherto irreproachable columns of certain popular weeklies 
a distinct tendency to decry and ridicule the Jew and all bis works. There is no 
need to mention names; no need to advertise the publications which have 
followed, sheep-like, the Northcliffean lead. Suffice it to say that in two notable 
instances representations from the writer resulied in. voluble explanations and 
handsome apologies, with a promise that the offending matter would not be 
repeated in any guise. I am keeping these letters by me, in order to ascertain the 
ultimate value of an editorial assurance in these fickle days. | 


Moreover, I have taken it upon myself—in the absence of any really live and 


representative body—to bring to book a certain artist who saw fit to use his art as 


a means of ridiculing the Jew and the alien, . In this case, the editorial assurance 
was to the effect that it did not follow that the aliens so “cutely” limned by the 
artist were necessarily of the Jewish faith. © Indeed, it was added, these vodka- 
drinking individuals spoiling Father Thames with their unlovely presence were 
palpably of purest Russian origin.
